it should be noted that one other Federal agency is currently 
receiving benefits from the use of this new technique and that we 
will soon contact other interested agencies to see whether they too 
might be able to derive some value. It is possibie, therefore, that 
additional benefits to the Government may result from a broader 
use of the technique developed by these employees, but we are unable 
at this mmascent to specify exactly how much more thease >enefits are 
in terms of dollars.
